Statewide OCLC ILL Contract Change for FY23

The Missouri State Library renewed our contract
with OCLC for the WorldShare ILL subscription
and FirstSearch/WorldCat Discovery Services
for FY23. This contract has a change that

will benefit public libraries. During fiscal year
2023, the Missouri State Library will pay the
WorldShare ILL access fee, which was paid by
individual libraries in previous years. This means
there will be no cost to a library for using OCLC
ILL or FirstSearch/WorldCat Discovery from July
1, 2022 to June 30, 2023. The services contracted
from OCLC by the State Library for public
libraries may change for FY24. State Library staff
will be gathering information about the OCLC
services used by Missouri public libraries. Library
director and staff input is important to make
